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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's response filed 4/4/05 has been received and considered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement has been received and considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 1-4,9,11,12,16-24,31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Japanese publication JP-5-77637 in view of Tanaka et al. '677 or 
Japanese publication 6-69469 . and Mikoshiba et al. 
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Regarding claim 1 Japanese publication '637 discloses a bushing with which 
applicants are well familiar. Note the outer resin sleeve 1 1 and the stepped shape 
used to bond this to an outer member 41 . 

JP '677 lacks a showing of using a stepped shape on both the outer sleeve 1 1 
and the mounting member 41 . 

Such an idea of using some type of interlocking engagement in this area is 
notoriously old and well known and is taught by either by Tanaka et al. '677 in figures 
33-36 or the Japanese publication '469 between elements 16 and 10. 

Mikoshiba et al. is relied upon for the well known idea of bonding elements by 
vulcanization. See col 2 lines 42-45. 

One having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have found 
it obvious to have modified the device of JP '637 to include a stepped engaging face 
between the outer member 41 and the sleeve 1 1 , as taught by Tanaka '677 or JP '469 
for better securement against relative axial movement between these elements. 

The limitations of claims 2-4,9,1 1,12,16-24,31 are fairly suggested by the 
combined references above. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 4/4/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The examiner maintains that Tanaka et al. shows a stepped configuration in 
the area of 210, as applicant has broadly claimed. This is clear from the drawings, and 
is notoriously well known in the art to do as one of many types of interlocking 
engagements. The reference to JP '469 is relied upon to further illustrate this well 
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known idea in figures 3a,3b. Applicant's configuration, whatever difference they believe 
exists, is only an obvious variation to that taught by Tanaka et al. or JP '469 — as some 
of the newly submitted documents by applicants also clearly teach. 

Conclusion 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
